The carnival’s in town! 


It’s official . . . at least for now. 

The Romulus Fireworks Ordi¬ 
nance has been amended to eli¬ 
minate temporary stands from 
selling, limiting the distribution 
of legal fireworks to permanent 
(store) sites. 

The motion passed on its 
second reading Monday night on 
a 5-1 vote, with Fred Junior 
Block the dissenter. 

On the recommendation of 
councilman Barry Baumann, the 
amended ordinance was put into 
• emergency” effect on the 
grounds of the “health and wel¬ 
fare of the community.” 

Donald Kehn, a businessman 
who makes part of his living sell¬ 
ing fireworks and will effectively 
be put out of business by the rul- 
ing objected, stating that 
Baumann was ‘ ‘wrongfully using 
the terms health and safety as a 
crutch to put (the ordinance) into 
immediate effect. 

“Since the new ordinance 
reads that a permit for the sale 
of fireworks shall be issued only 
for a permanent building struc¬ 
ture ... under no circumstances 
shall fireworks be sold from a 
mobile vehicle or from a tempor¬ 
ary stand or structure.’ then this 
has n-n^-ational relationship to 
pubMc safety. It doesn’t stop the 
sale'of fireworks. 

“As far commercial reality, 
this move could be construed as a 
meai4 to drive certain people out 
of business, said Kehn, “that 
seems to be its primary intent, 
instead of being a regulation that 
reasonably safeguards the pub¬ 
lic safety.” 

Mayer Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks responded that the 
move was an attempt to “clean 
up the image of the city, not to 
drive anyone out of business. But 
when I pick up a newspaper and 
see Romulus referred to as the 
‘illegal fireworks capital of 
Michigan,’ that’s too much.” 


Banks went on to say that Kehn 
was “the unfortunate victim in 
this whole thing,” because while 
he “always ran a clean, honest 
business, others didn’t, selling 
illegal foreworks and breaking 
the ordinance.” 

Kehn responded that the arti¬ 
cle she was referring to, which 
ran in last year’s Detroit Free 
Press, appeared when “an ex¬ 


worth said he though that was a 
good, fair idea, but that there 
was no support for it. 

“This business is like other 
ones,” said Kehn, “plans have to 
be made in advance. I’ve already 
paid my insurance — $1,000,000 
with Lloyds of London — and for 
my inventory of fireworks. 
There are no refunds available to

Romulus policeman who wanted 
his job back and was refused 
went and took a reporter by the 
hand, showing him all the illegal 
spots he seemingly knew about. ’ ’ 

When asked why he voted the 
way he did. Baumann answered 
that his “position has been clear 
right from the start. When I ran 
for this office,” he said, “one of 
my main goals was to clean up 
the image of Romulus. ” 

Baumann stated that when 
Kehn circulated flyers on the 
subject in a subdivision last 
year, asking .people to call tb^' 
council members, he received 
many calls — almost all in favor 
of removing the temporary 
stands. “The people made it 
clear to me that they should go, 
so I say they should go,” said 
Baumann. 

At the last meeting of the coun¬ 
cil, councilman Jimmy Raspber¬ 
ry made a motion that the issue 
be put on the November ballot. 
There was no support. 

Kehn asked the council “If you 
feel that you must approve this 
ordinance, that you make the 
effective date of the section pro¬ 
hibiting temporary stands struc¬ 
tures after July 6, 1984. ” 


me. I asked the Mayor at the first 
of the year that if the ordinance 
was going to be changed, to 
please do it quickly so this 
wouldn’t be the case. As it is, it 
will go into effect (without the 
emergency effect being acti¬ 
vated) just three days before 
what would be the first selling 
day.” 

Kehn then requested informa¬ 
tion of the referendum proce¬ 
dure, invoking the Freedom of 
Information Act to “make sure I 
have everything I need. Not that 
anyone has or would give me 
false information on purpose, but 
face it. I’m on one side and city 
hall is on the other.” 

If Kehn is able to gather 
‘‘approximately 882 signa¬ 
tures,” according to clerk Linda 
Choate, within a time span of 45 
days, it would suspend the ordi¬ 
nance until it was put to a vote of 
the people. 

According to Kehn, he will lose 
approximately $10,000 because 
of the late action. 

“It sticks in my throat and 
makes me quite bitter,” said 
Kehn. “I know you’re just doing 
your jobs, I just think you’re 
doing them wrong.’’

The Romulus Fire Depart¬ 
ment received its first call at 4:05 
p.m. Saturday, and within mi¬ 
nutes every piece of firefighting 
equipment the city had was 
being used. 

“When we first got there,” said 
Sparr, “the fire was coming up 
through the roof of the building, 
which may be where it started. 
There were literally aisles and 
aisles of paperwork sitting up 
there.” 

A total of eight firetrucks were 
on the scene until the blaze was 
finally doused at approximately 
6:30 p.m. Firehouses in neigh¬ 
boring communities were on 
alert in case they were needed. 

The warehouse was located at 
29120 Wick, on the corner of Mid- 
dlebelt and Wick. 

According to Sparr, the big¬ 
gest problem fighting the fire 
stemmed from the oil that was 
stored there. “The oil was every¬ 



where, erupting everywhere,” 
he said, “when the oil mixed with 
thea water it made everything 
very, very slippery. Footing was 
extremely bad ... it was a real 
mess.”

Jobs available for Romulus, 
Huron Township youths 


There will be a total of 180 
job openings for residents of 
Romulus, Belleville. Huron and 
Van Buren this summer for 
those between the ages of 16 
and 21 and that meet the econo¬ 
mic requirements. 

The Summer Youth Program 
is a federally-funded project 
that runs from June 18 through 
Aug. 14. Those involved will 
work 32-hour weeks, Monday 
through Thursday, for $3.35 an 
hour. 

Bill Murphy, who heads the 
program at Romulus High 
School, says that the 180 alloca¬ 
tions will be divided up accord¬ 
ing to school district size, 
although one needn’t be in 
school to apply. 

“As a matter of fact,” Mur¬ 
phy said, ‘we ve even had 
quite a few college kids who 
needed jobs and met the finan¬ 
cial requirements working in 


the past.” 

Since Governor Blanchard’s 
youth Job Corp is being held 
hostage in the House (tacked 
onto both tax cut bills), Mur¬ 
phy says it appears likely that 
this will be the only youth em¬ 
ployment around to have state 
or federal funding. 

Last year, workers held a 
variety of jobs such as pain¬ 
ters, landscaping, child care, 
maintenance and clerical. Mur¬ 
phy says that they “try to fit peo¬ 
ple with the type of job they want , 
but it’s usually not feasible.”

Michigan Week festival 
promotes needed spirit 


City Council meetings in the city of Westland 
are more than a tad reminiscent of World War II ; 
the large council chambers often are filled to 
standing room as concerned citizens voice their 
views and watch the council and Mayor Charles 
Pickering tangle.

j;;In Inkster, the setting is more serene, but resi¬ 
dents have been known to fill the chamber to 
dapacity, even prompting a recent move out of 
the cramped council chambers to a larger hall. 
:;Huron Township meetings can be counted on for 
sparks flying as concerned locals get involved in 
the decision-making that shapes not only their 
community, but also their lives. They sit there, 
(sometimes) waiting for the appropriate time to 
get their two cents in. Usually, it’s more like a 
dollar’s worth. 

Westland on occasion draws well over 100 peo¬ 
ple to its meetings, while Inkster brings in 50 or 
so “regulars.” Huron Township, which has folding 
chairs for about 30, more often than not has two 
dr three times that amount in attendance. 

Romulus, on the other hand, with its spacious 
chambers, rarely seems to attract more than two 
or three people. 

Participation at city council meetings is a very 
healthy thing for a community; it not only shows 
an interest in neighborhood affairs, but it is the 
best way to keep a check on eiected officials. 

It is for this latter reason that some officials in 
the area would just as soon have the council play 
to an empty house. 

>.So why do only a few Romulus residents bother 
to show up at council meetings? Is apathy really 
that rampant in Romulus? Do the citizens take 


things that much for granted? If so, they’re the 
biggest losers. 

If land is rezoned for a pornographic bookstore, 
no doubt people will vehemently protest it — after 
the fact. But chances are, if they had attended 
council meetings they could have nipped it in the 
bud. This is what neighboring communities are 
rallying to do regarding landfills, but apathy 
seems to be the word in Romulus. 

One is led to believe that Romulus residents 
must vote for their council members and other 
elected officials by the sound of their names or 
the pictures on their campaign posters, not be¬ 
cause of their politics. How else? 

Sure, sometimes meetings are boring, and 
maybe downtown Romulus doesn’t have a shop¬ 
ping mall, but go there and you’ll find people in¬ 
volved in trying to uplift the community and 
doing a damn good job of it too. Others, who have 
lived in Romulus for years, don’t even know 
where the downtown area is. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally, members of the coun¬ 
cil, and people like Bill Simonds and Sharon Hen¬ 
ry are doing their best to make Romulus a better 
place to live, but until they find a way to get more 
residents involved, they may be fighting a down¬ 
hill battle. But, at least they’re fighting. 

The Romulus Michigan Week Festival, which 
kicks off today, is an excellent chance for resi¬ 
dents to gather, meet friends and make new ones, 
while celebrating in honor of the community they 
call home. It’s a definite step in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

Now, if people would only tell their friends 
“next time let’s meet in the council chambers, 
say Monday, at eight o’clock ...”

One who collects trivia may be judged to 
be engaged in a friendless pursuit. But con¬ 
sider what the originator of the multi¬ 
million dollar selling “Trivial Pursuit” 
game did with all the worthless information 
he accumulated. And after he did it, he 
laughed ... all the way to the bank. . 

Turning lemons into lemonade should be 
the quest of each of us. If more of us could 
do it, we’d all be happier ... and richer.

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in the line of duty 


“Officer answers rescue call 
... may die” read the front¬ 
page headline of The Daily 
Eagle on April 10, 1974. 

Patrolman Leonard Ander¬ 
son, 23, had no reason to sus¬ 
pect that he would become a 
police statistic when he and 
other Wayne officers responded 
to a call from a young woman 
who told police her ex¬ 
boyfriend had shot himself and 
was dying. Dangerous assign¬ 
ments come with the badge. 

After hearing no noises inside 
the home on Thinbark and 
apparently fearing the occu¬ 
pant had shot himself, Ander¬ 
son broke the back door glass 
and reached inside to unlock 
the door. 

He was “greeted” by a shot¬ 
gun blast to the face. 

Three operations failed to 
bring him out of a coma and on 
Saturday, May 25, 1974, the pat¬ 
rolman was pronounced dead 
by doctors at University Hos¬ 
pital in Ann Arbor. The Daily 
Eagle headline announced the 
cold fact, “Ptrl. Anderson 
dies.” 


Anderson, the father of two 
pre-school age children, was 
the first Wayne officer to die in 
the line of duty since the de¬ 
partment was organized. For¬ 
tunately. to date he remains 
the only Wayne policeman kil¬ 
led on the job. 

Last year 118 police officers 
were killed across the country 
and 40,000 seriously injured. 
Three of the slain officers 
worked in Michigan. 

Yesterday (May 15) officers 
throughout the nation honored 
these heroes on Police Memorial 
Day. In Wayne, officers wore a 
black mourning stripe and the 
flag at the police station was 
flown at half mast. 

Throughout this week cere¬ 
monies will pay tribute to those 
who have died to help preserve 
the safety of our society. Every 
two days an officer dies and ev¬ 
ery six hours an officer is in¬ 
jured in this country, according 
to Gerald Arenberg, executive 
director of the American Police 
Hall of Fame and Museum in 
Florida. 

As part of the observance of 
Police Memorial Day the 
names of the deceased ofTicers 
were read at services con¬ 


ducted in the hall of fame and 
prayers were offered for their 
memory as well as for the safe¬ 
ty of the 480,000 officers who 
patrol our streets today.. 

Serving as a police officer in 
1984 continues to be one of the 
most difficult tasks in , the so- 
called civilized world. An offic¬ 
er must be understanding yet 
firm, swift to action yet calcu¬ 
lating, able to relate to young 
and old, black and white, rich 
and poor. 

And to top it off. there’s the 
daily risk of one s life that can¬ 
not be measured in forms of 
value to the safety of law abid¬ 
ing citizens. Television cops, 
ala T.J. Hooker, have their 
glamorous moments. . .life on 
the streets of even a middle- 
class surburban town, however, 
offers little glamor to the pro¬ 
tectors of the law. 

When was the last tipie any 
of us took a minute to tell our 
local officers how much we 
appreciate their efforts? We 
are quick to criticize at times 
and much too slow to offer 
thanks.

I know it is quite long — but 
it has to be explained. 

My late husband Albert H. 
BergerS-was 100 percent dis¬ 
abled 6fom World War I and 
spent sbme years in govern¬ 
ment hospitals. 

So I well know what the sale 
of Poppies mean to those who 
make 4liem and where the 
money |oes. Years ago I spent 
sometirhe out selling them. 

Poppy days are May 17, 18 
and 19. 

The IV\eaning of the Poppy 

In the year of 1918 spring 
came, jpst as it has come this 
year. The grass and trees put 
on their green, flowers pushed 
up their heads, and the world 
felt a rebirth of life and energy. 

But that year spring had a 
differeiit meaning. It meant 
that the,vast armies, which had 
been facing each other in en- 
treche^, lines in France and 
Belgiutii would open great 
spring ‘offensives. Instead of 
bringing renewed life, spring 
that year brought a renewal of 
wholesale death. 

None i)f you can remember 
that hq 4 'rible spring of 1918. 
Our newspapers told us the 
story of the terrible death and 
destruction, which daily took 
tremendous toll as the armies 
staggered back and forth 
across northern France in the 
great continuous battle that en¬ 
ded the war. Cable messages 
from France told us daily of a 
fresh list of American boys, 
w'ho ha^ given their lives. 

Our soldiers, when they re¬ 
turned. did not like to talk ab¬ 
out it. It was too terrible, 
ghastly and ugly. They wanted 
to forget- But there was one 
thing which the men who came 
back di^ talk about — one thing 
of beau^ and tenderness which 
they life to remember. This 
was th^poppy. 

Poppies grew wild in France 
and Belgium, like daisies in 
this coiWitry. They continued to 
grow dlong the battlefront, 
when almost every other form 
of life was blasted away by the 
continual pounding of the mas¬ 
sed catinon of both armies. 
They grew over the graves of 
the desfd, the only floral tri¬ 
bute, which the gallant young 
men, \Wio laid down life for 
country.i received. 

The poppies still grow about 
the graves of the American 
boys, who are buried in the war 
cemetenes in France, and each 
year, af the time of Memorial 
Day, phper replicas of the 
French" poppies are worn in 
this country in memory of the 
dead. 

Memories of the dead always 
bring thoughts of those men, 
who were not killed, but who 
came back wounded and re¬ 
turned ^0 health. For many of 
them fate would of been kinder, 
if theiU'lives had been taken 
outright. They were strong 
young fellows when they went 
out to fight for their country. 
When they came back, they 
were w%rn wrecks of men un¬ 
able to'-'do the work and play 
which made life worth while. 
More than 38,000 of them are 
still spending long, tedious 
days in government hospitals, 
struggling to recover their 
health or waiting for death to 
releasGithem from their suf¬ 
fering. 1 

For these men, too, the pop¬ 
py has a meaning. They are the 
men who make the poppies. 
The work helps them endure 
the lonesome hospital hours, to 
care fo£ their boys and girls. 
The diffles, quarters and dol¬ 
lars, which are dropped into 
the coin boxes on Poppy Day 
go to help these men and to 
help their families and the 
familiei^^pf the dead. By buying 
and wearing a poppy we are 
honoring" the war dead and at 
the same time serving the liv¬ 
ing victims of the war. 

That^ijittle flower which 
pushed'itself up so bravely 
amid the desolation of the bat¬ 
tlefront in the spring of 1918 
has thus become a means of re¬ 
ducing |he suffering resulting 
from the war. Each year the 
women of the American Legion 
Auxiliary and VFW sell millions 
of poppies to the patriatic people 
of America to wear in honor of 
the dead, and every penny of the 
money received is expended for 
the welfare of the disabled and 
the families of the dead and dis¬ 
abled. r;; 

It is a wonderful thing that 
this simple little flower, which 


cheered the soldiers on in 
France, can bring so much 
cheer and happiness into the 
lives, which were blighted by 
the war. 

When you see the poppy 
being worn this year remember 
what it means ... a tribute to 
the memory of the dead and a 
service to the unfortunate 
living.

Hospital support 

(Following is a letter sent to 
Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas regarding the prop¬ 
osed closing of Wayen County 
General Hospital.) 

Dear Mr. Lucas: 

Your Executive Order of May 
1, 1984 ordered the closure of 
Wayne County General Hospit¬ 
al as of the end of this month. 

In the last year, our surgeons 
saw 10,000 patients in clinic and 
did 1,543 operations for people 
without insurance. Who will care 
for these? 

Our opthalmologists follow 
1,000 people with glaucoma and 
500 people with diabetic retino¬ 
pathy, two-thirds of whom have 
minimal or no insurance cover¬ 
age. Who will care for these? 

Our otologists did 60 head-neck 
operations for advanced cancer 
in adults and 240 operations to 
correct ear problems in children 
last year. Most of these have no 
insurance. Who will care for 
these? 

Our obstetricians now care for 
more than 1,100 expectant 
women. Many of these women 
have high risk pregnancies and 
many are young. 45 percent have 
no insurance and 50 percent have 
Medicaid which pays only one- 
fourth of the prevailing rate. 
There were also 8,500 outpatient 
gynecology visits. Most of these 
women have no insurance. Who 
will care for these? 

Our oral surgeon presently is 
following 51 patients for facial 
fractures; 35 of these patients 
were refused treatment at other 
hospitals (22 at Detroit Receiv¬ 
ing Hospital) before coming to 
us. Who will care for these? 

Our arthritis clinic sees 15-20 pa¬ 
tients per week who have no in¬ 
surance . Who will care for these ? 

Our nuclear medicine team is 
following 47 patients for hyper- 
throidism. Most have no insur¬ 
ance. Who will care for these? 

Our cardiologists are treating 
700 people with coronary artery 
disease, heart failure, hyperten¬ 
sion and 80 patients with pace¬ 
makers. Many of these people 
have no insurance. Who will care 
for these? 

Our internal medicine clinics 
care for 1,200 new patients per 
year. Most of these people have 
no insurance. Who wiU care for 
these? 

Our nephrologists now care for 
49 hemodialysis patients. Only 28 
of these could be accommodated 
by other dialysis units in the 
area. Most of those would have to 
go to Troy, a long distance for 
reliable transportation. Twenty- 
one patients would not be able to 
get hemodialysis in any way. 
Who would care for these? 

Our diabetes clinic follows 
1,000 people of whom 700 are de¬ 
pendent on insulin .Many have no 
insurance. Who would care for 
these? 

Our G.I. service cares for 
many chronic alcoholics whose 
treatment is complex and costly. 
Most of these people have no in¬ 
surance . Who will care for these ? 

Our Child Development Clinic 
is the only facility of its kind in 
western Wayne County. There 
are 2,000 visits per year to this 
clinic by children with mulitple 
handicaps such as mental re¬ 
tardation, cerebral palsy, sei¬ 
zure disorders, autism, emotion¬ 
al disorders, and other hand¬ 
icaps. Who will care for these? 

Our pediatricians care for 500 
children with sickle cell anemia, 
leukemia, seizure disorders and 
sick newborns referred from 
other hospitals. Many have no in¬ 
surance. Who will care for these? 

Our child counseling and 
adolescent health care services 
care for 600 young people with 
learning disorders, behavioral 
problems, anorexia, depression, 
substance abuse, suicidal be¬ 
havior, pregnancy, and anxiety 
disorders. We do not ask first if 
they can pay. Who will care for 
these? 

Wayne County General Hospit¬ 
al is the only hospital in south¬ 
west Michigan that continues to 
care for all people regardless of 
ability to pay. 

You have talked to alternate 
hospitals which could give inpa¬ 
tient care to our indigent pa¬ 
tients. Are you sure that physi¬ 
cians at these hospitals would be 
willing to take on the responsibil¬ 
ity of caring for these poor people 


who could not pay? Hospitals 
cannot care for patients without 
physicians. 

I have heard nothing about 
outpatient support at these alter¬ 
nate hospitals. Which hospital 
will care for our poor people on a 
continuing outpatient basis? 

If Wayne County General Hos¬ 
pital closes, who will care for all 
of these?

Patients need care 

To the Editor: 

As a physician who has worked 
at Wayne County General Hos¬ 
pital for ten years, I find myself 
at a loss to understand the swirl 
of chaos which currently sur¬ 
rounds that institution. For those 
of us who care for the sick and the 
needy, the issues are not as sim¬ 
ple as they seem to be for the 
politicians and the media. Peo¬ 
ple who have pain, who have 
need of care, need of warmth, 
and need of knowing hands — 
they seem to be the only real con¬ 
cern. 

The Editors and the TV com¬ 


mentators who speak to issues 
only of black and red ink don’t 
spend time in the clinics. They 
don’t see the old people, the 
young children, the pregnant 
women. They don’t see the peo¬ 
ple who come from everywhere 
and sometimes from nowhere. 
They don’t feel how it feels to 
say, ‘‘Yes, we will care for you. 
We will not send you away. This 
is the place from which no one is 
sent away for lack of position, or 
power, or folding money.” 

Those who sit in paneled 
offices don’t see the questions in 
the eyes of a thousand pregnant 
women, or the old man with 
gnarled hands who comes week¬ 
ly to the dialysis unit, or the tiny 
tiny premature who clings to life 
by small plastic tubes and the 
work of those who care for her. 

From one side we hear angry 
voices who wonder loudly why 
the perinatal death rate is so high 
and from the other side the self- 
righteous voices of those who say 
that we may no longer provide 
the people in the community cli¬ 
nics the help to make that right. 
They say we cannot see the 
young women in Taylor, and Bel¬ 
leville, and Inkster. 'They say 
that they can be seen elsewhere 
when we are the only elsewhere 


for those who have no power, no 
say, no money. 

All those who speak for forth¬ 
rightly about the need to close a 
place which has served a need in 
the community for over 150 years 
might wonder where that need 
has suddenly gone. They might 
wonder too where they would go 
should they have need of a place 
from which no one says, ‘‘Go 
away.”

I’ve been reading your reports 
about the new Romulus Postal 
facility to be built on Hunt by 
Goddard. I had hoped construc¬ 
tion would have started much 
sooner than now, but maybe it 
doesn’t really matter. I thought 
Romulus was going to get a full 
service office again but now I’m 
not so sure. 

I haven’t seen any plans for the 
new offipe yet but in an earlier 
story you printed it was stated 
that the building would cover 
3,000 sq. ft. If that figure is cor¬ 
rect then I don’t think our car¬ 
riers and clerks will becoming 


back from the Taylor office. 

Presently Romulus has 15 city 
carrier routes and 5 rural routes. 
When you throw in all the cases, 
tables, chairs, desks and other 
furniture that will be needed I 
don’t think you can fit them in a 
3,000 square-foot office. 

I remember back in 1976 ber 
fore Romulus was consolidated 
with the Taylor office that ,2 
buildings were needed to opefii 
ate. The main office was on 
Shook and Bibbins where the nor^ 
mal business was transacted and 
the second building was on Hunt 
Street where the carriers an4 
clerks worked. 

I have never understood fully, 
the way the Postal Service oper¬ 
ates or who makes the big deci¬ 
sions about which offices to close 
or when new offices should bq 
built. But if the decision has been 
made to build Romulus a new 
Post Office, then I think it should 
be a full service operation in d 
structure large enough to hous6 
all the Romulus postal em¬ 
ployees under one roof. 

The question is, does Romulus 
get a new small office or a new 
large office?

A ‘unique’ 
profession 

To the Editor: 

I would like to ask 
your help in promot¬ 
ing the annual Foster 
Parent Recognition 
Week, May 14th 
through the 21st. 
There are many fos¬ 
ter parents within 
your circulation area. 

Foster parenting is 
truely a “unique” 
profession. These 
people readily open 
their homes to chil¬ 
dren who, for whatev¬ 
er reason, cannot live 
with their own fami¬ 
lies. These children 
range in age from 0 to 
18 years. They come 
from various cul¬ 
tures, backgrounds 
and situations; some 
are normal and heal¬ 
thy while others may 
have severe physical 
and/or mental hand¬ 
icaps. The only thing 
they have in common 
is a lack of a perma- - 
nent and stable home 
life, but this is where 
foster parenting com¬ 
es in. 

Unselfishly, foster 
parents provide the 
loving care that is so 
vital to the future of 
these children. They 
accept full responsi¬ 
bility for 24 hours a 
day, seven days a 
week care, until the 
child is returned to 
the natural parents or 
adopted by new pa¬ 
rents. 

They do not receive 
payment for this ser¬ 
vice. They do it out of 
love for children. The 
minimal reimburse¬ 
ment received, in 
most cases, only par¬ 
tially covers the ex¬ 
penses incurred. 
More often than not, 
the foster parents use 
their own resources to 
provide whatever is 
necessary for the well 
being of the child in 
care. 

There are over 7,000 
foster parents in 
Michigan and Wayne 
County has over 1,500 
caring for, at last 
count, over 3,500 chil¬ 
dren. If it were not for 
foster parents, these 
chidlren would have 
no home life at all.

The impact of a new infant in 
the family will be explored 
through a series of cost-free clas¬ 
ses on Sibling Preparation begin¬ 
ning next month at Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn. 

“Some children seem to 
readily adjust to a new brother 
or sister,” said Dianna Hawrot, 
R.N., clinical director of Peri¬ 
natal and Pediatric Nursing. 
“Most eventually will display 
signs that they feel left out and 
jealous of the new family 
member. 

“The classes are designed to 
help brothers and sisters adjust 
to the new baby, while offering 
suggestions for parents so they 
may identify signs of rivalry 
and be able to deal with them.” 

Each Sibling Preparation 
class will be conducted by two 
registered nurses who are spe¬ 
cially trained in this area. One 
nurse will assist parents, while 
the other will work with the 
children. In all, more than a 
dozen nurses from Oakwood’s 
Maternal and Child Health 
Care Center will participate. 

Parents will learn how to 
deal with sibling rivalry in re¬ 
lation to child behavior and, 
based on the different ages of 
children, what parents can ex¬ 
pect from various age groups. 
A movie, “I’m a Little Jealous of 
That Baby,” also will be pre¬ 
sented. 

Through thfe movie, practical 
demonstrations and even some 
storytelling, the youngsters will 


learn about infant behavior and 
how to help their parents in 
caring for the baby, among 
other areas. 

“We will teach the children 
how to identify their own feel¬ 
ings on the new arrival, reas¬ 
sure them that mommy and 
daddy still love them despite 
their new brother or sister tak¬ 
ing up additional time, and tell 
them they are special because 
they are now a big brother or a 
big sister,” Hawrot explained. 

Children eight and above will 
also have an opportunity to 
hold, diaper and feed the baby 
by practicing on a doll. In addi¬ 
tion, children in both age 
groups will receive a certifi¬ 
cate upon completing the class. 

As part of the classes, pa¬ 
rents and children will have an 
opportunity to tour the tabor 
and delivery and nursery 
areas. Photos of siblings will be 
attached to cribs in the nursery 
area so siblings can readily 
identify their new brother or 


sister. 

“We wanted to provide 
another service to the commun¬ 
ity to help further our family- 
oriented philosophy toward 
helping all family members to 
adjust to a new arrival,” Haw¬ 
rot said on the new classes. As 
planned, the Sibling Prepara¬ 
tion classes will be offered ev¬ 
ery other week with the next 
series scheduled for May 18, 
for parents and children eight 
and over and May 20, for pa¬ 
rents and children seven and 
under and for parents and chil¬ 
dren of all ages. 

Other classes planned include 
infant cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation classes for parents, 
prenatal exercise classes and a 
caesarean section class, all of 
which are scheduled for either 
the summer or fall. 

All parents and children are 
welcome to attend the Sibling 
Preparation classes. For furth¬ 
er information, and to register, 
call 593-7533. 


Sumpter awaits post office 


Sumpter Township 
residents should 
know shortly where 
their new post office 
will be located. 

Sumpter Super¬ 
visor Jim Reeves said 
he is meeting this 
week with postal offi¬ 
cials to investigate 
putting the mini¬ 
station in the Sumpter 
Townhship Hall at 
23480 Sumpter Road. 

Sumpter officials

the old Township 
Hall, just across the 
road from the new 
building. When 
Township residents 
protested the location 
at a board meeting, 
officials agreed to ex¬ 
plore using the newer 
building. 

Reeves said his pre¬ 
ference is for the old 
Township Hall cur¬ 
rently being reno¬ 
vated into offices for 


the Sumpter Police 
and the director of 
the Sumpter Seniors. 

“This will mean a 
lot of traffic in the 
(new) township hall,” 
he said. 

Reeves added that 
township trustees 
would settle the ques¬ 
tion at a meeting in 
the next few weeks.

Perhaps it’s understandable that fai¬ 
lure should be greeted with such dis¬ 
respect in a culture where winning is 
so constantly applauded. Progress, 
good fortune, success, victory. These 
are all human goals most of us 
prize, but we sometimes lose track 
of the dynamics which bring them 
about. 

If we give success more respect 
than the attempt, we are being 
shortsighted and hobbling ourselves 
with the prospect of failure. This 
thwarts the rising momentum of a 
“Go for it ” attitude and develops a 
hesitation to invest ourselves fully. 

As a result we put out less effort, 
meet fewer challenges, achieve few¬ 
er dreams and overcome fewer ev¬ 
eryday obstacles. We may say we 
like the idea of success, but it’s the 
fear of failure that holds our atten¬ 
tion, even lasting a life time with 
some individuals. What is sad is 
some people don’t understand the 
difference between winning and 
losing. 

As a father I recently had an 
opportunity to witness victory 
snatched from the proverbial jaws of 
defeat, and defeat snatched from the 
jaws of victory. 

I spent a weekend at the State 
Wrestling Championships in Lans¬ 
ing, hosted by Lansing Eastern 
Michigan High School. The final 208 
wrestlers represented over 12,000 
high school wrestlers who had com¬ 
peted in the district and regional 
competitions. All of those athletes 
are winners. Win or lose, they have 
set goals for themselves and are 
willing to sacrifice to reach them. 

A personal thrill was watching my 
17-year-old son compete in some¬ 
thing that he really enjoys and be¬ 
lieves in. Especially knowing this 
was his final chance at a state 
championship, something he has 
strived toward since attending 
Stevenson Junior High School in the 
Wayne-Westland Community School 
District. 

As a father I would like to take 
this opportunity to salute my son, 
Rick. He is an outstanding person 
and he is instilled with desire, de¬ 
dication, and compassion to work to¬ 
ward his goals. He could have quit 
because of a badly bruised chest and 
his left elbow was so badly swollen 
he couldn’t make a fist and he wres¬ 
tled his final match. . . with one arm 
badly injured. He might have lost 
his final contest as a high school 
wrestler, but in my eyes he came 
out as a real winner. 

To his coaches, Tom Buckalew 
and his assistant. Bob Eisiminger, 
congratulations. I know that I speak 
for all of the parents whose kids you 
have coached - you have done a ter¬ 
rific job. 

To John Glenn’s administrators, 
your professionalism and support of 
the wrestling program and in prog¬ 
rams, in general, was well exhibited. 
And I know that the coaches 
appreciated it. 

I watched as young athletes

Hail Romulus

A talk with Dwight Lowry 


The Detroit Tigers have gotten off to the best start of any team in 
Major League Baseball history. 

And there have been several surprises. 

One has been Rookie Catcher Dwight Lowry, who surprised just 
about eveybody by making the team. 

Lowry has started four games and appeared in several others 
when the Tigers have had big leads. Dwight has impressed people 
with his strong and accurate arm and his ability to dig the balls 
out of the dirt. The 6 foot, 4V2 inch, 210-pound Lowry is also very 
mobile behind the plate. At the plate, he has shown he can handle 
Major League pitching. 

Who is Dwight Lowry and how did he get here? 

■ Lowry was born and raised in North Carolina and he attended the 
University of North Carolina where he was drafted by the Tigers in 
the 11th round in the June 1980 draft. Lowry, who is 26, spent four 
years in the Minor Leagues, all as backup catcher and has never 
even played Triple A. However, he went to the Florida instructional 
league last winter where he impressed the Tiger brass and, was 
placed on the 40 man roster. The other day I talked to Lowry and 
here’s how the conversation went. 


ME — Are you surprised that you’re in the Major Leagues? 

LOWRY — Never in my wildest dreams did I expect to be here 
this season. I was surprised that I was even put on the 40 man roster 
before spring training and to be one of the 25 to make this team is 
unbelievable. 

Me — When did you really think that “hey, I’m going to make this 
team?” 

LOWRY — Never. Not until Sparky Anderson came to me at the 
end of Spring Training and told me. Before he was traded John 
Wockenfuss told me that if he was traded that I had a good chance to 
make the Tigers, but I really didn’t think I would. 

ME — Are you surprised that you’re playing so much early in the 
season? 

LOWRY — Yes. I couldn’t beleive it when Sparky came up to me 
in the Minnesota game on opening day and told me I was going in in 
the 7th inning. I got my feet wet in that game and it helped me a lot. 
Then when I started a game I was more relaxed. 

ME — Being a rookie are you allowed to call the pitches? 

LOWRY — Despite what most people think, I do call most of the 
pitches. We have some veteran pitchers on this team and they know 
what they want to throw. I just suggest what pitches, but they don't 
shake me off much. 

ME — Who’s the toughest pitcher on the staff to catch? 

LOWRY — Without question, Dan Petry. His ball moves a lot and 
he’s got a mean slider that breaks down and away. 

ME — Who’s the easiest to catch?

“Monkee Flips” 

(Rhino) 

Here we come 
Walkin’ down the street 
We get the funniest looks from 
Everyone we meet. 

They got funny looks alright. They also got tons of money. But 

one thing the Monkees never did 
get that they really deserved was 
respect. Rodney Dangerfield 
would be proud. 

Strangely enough though, the 
Monkees have come into their 
own in the ’80s. Fan clubs flour¬ 
ish, LP’s sell for fantastic sums 
of money to collectors, and “old¬ 
ie” radio stations take them 
seriously. 

Rumors that the band mem¬ 
bers didn’t even play their own 
instruments hurt them (which 
wasn’t true), as did their self- 
defined teeny-bopper images. 



But anyone who has ever seen the TV episode with Mike Nesmith 
interviewing Frank Zappa, then the two switching identities (mus¬ 
tache, beard, hat) as it went on, know that hey, these guys weren't 
just for kiddies after all. 

Neither was (or, for that matter, is) their music: pop ditties de¬ 
signed to hook the listener in, take them for a three-minute ride, then 
gently let them off. Nothing wrong with that, especially if you still 
hum the tune when you’re off. 

There are no “big name” hits on this collection, although there 
are plenty of the aforementioned three-minute rides. Songs are 
collected from the band’s albums, such as Nesmith’s “You Told 
Me” from the “Headquarters LP and Mickey Dolenz' “Little 
Girl,” which was culled from “The Monkees Present ' album. 

Also, a number of singles are present, best among them “Oh 
My My” and Nesmith’s “Good Clean Fun,” which sort of de¬ 
scribes the Monkees’ popular image. In fact, though, it was the 
Monkees who provide^ the financial backing for the anti¬ 
establishment film “Easy Rider,” and anyone who has experi¬ 
enced their film “Head,” starring Jack Nicholson, knows that 
these supposedly squeaky clean boys dabbled more than a bit in 
the pschedelics of the era. 

Subtitled “14 Swinging Songs,” the album pretty much describes 
itself. Great for parties and ideal for get-togethers, just like they say 
on the late-night television ads from Atlanta! 


ELVIS COSTELLO 

“Peace In Our Time”/“Wither and Die” 

(Import 45 as the Imposter) 

Elvis previewed this composition on his recent solo tour, but it 
didn't pack the punch this preview from his forthcoming “Good¬ 
bye Cruel World” LP does on vinyl. It’s a political tune capturing 
some of Costello’s best wit, aimed at subjects like Reagan, Grena¬ 
da, Reagan, John Glenn and Reagan. 

“They’re lighting a bonfire upon every hilltop in the land/Just 
another tiny island invaded when he’s got the whole world in his 
hands.” And the Presidents remarks about the MS Missle and 
“Star Wars” didn’t go unnoticed either, as Costello delightfully 
croons “There’s already one spaceman in the White House, what 
you want another one for?” 

If the rest of the LP is up to the standards of “Peace In Our 
Time,” it will undoubtedly be his best work to date. And THAT is 
saying something. 

The flip of this import single is Costello’s rendition of Richard 
Tompson’s heart-wrenching “Wither and Die,” and probably 
won’t show up on the album. 


Dialogue carries British comedy

Never refer to an ex-lover as 
“dad.” And certainly don’t pass 
off his wife as “mom,” unless 
one’s sense of adventure or 
humor is beyond the ordinary. 

Alan Ayckbourn’s “Relative 
Speaking” fortunately rates as 
both adventuresome and humor¬ 
ous. This British comedy, fea¬ 
tured at the Komedy Players 
Dinner Theatre, makes the most 
of mistaken identities. 

“Relatively Speaking” comes 
alive through witty dialogue, 
solid acting and an unmistakenly 
British look at a confusing state 
of affairs. Act One begins slowly 
as Ginny (LizZweifler) and Greg 
(Danny Hicks) set the stage for 
what promises to be hilarious 
confrontation with Ginny’s “pa¬ 
rents,” Sheila (Jan Salisbury) 
and Philip (Ralph Rosati). 

Act Two delivers on the prom¬ 
ise through a series of conversa¬ 
tions that keep the audience 
laughing and anticipating the 


next scene. Ayckbourn plays on 
human nature for much of his 
comedy; the joke’s on Greg and 
Sheila and the audience can 
empathize with the reality of de¬ 
ception. Phillip and Ginny, on the 
other hand, must wiggle out of 
trouble and that too prompts 
laughter from anyone who has 
ever had to cover up a lie, be it 
“White” or otherwise. 

Greg’s character offers the 
most potential for an actor and 
Hicks delivers on that potential 
with a strong performance. His 
initial meeting with his girl¬ 
friend’s “father” clearly is a 
highlight of this show. 

Salisbury and Rosati are stage 
professionals who appear com¬ 
fortable in a variety of roles, 
even when a British accent is re¬ 
quired. Zweifler gives a credit¬ 
able performance as the naughty 
Ginny. 

Theatre buffs and newcomers 
will appreciate the near flawless 
handling of the dialogue and the 
precision of the punch line de¬ 
liveries for maximum impact.

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Drinking and driving 

Those who know tell why it doesn’t pay

"I could be the next victim of a 
drunk driving accident.” 

If you make that statement, 
and believe it, it could help save 
your life. The trouble is, most 
people don’t believe it. 

Brian Moore, now 23, didn’t be¬ 
lieve it until a drunk driving acci¬ 
dent left him with permanent 
brain and nerve damage. 

Moore, who once dreamed of 
writing stories for a living, now 
has difficulty remembering, 
speaking, and must move with 
the aid of a walker. 

‘T used to write all the time. 
Now I can’t remember ideas or 
think of what to write,” Moore 
told hundreds of high school stu¬ 
dents who gathered last week at 


es and a separated shoulder, got 
off easier. 

Still, Moore describes himself 
as "lucky.” 

"I’m alive, and I just want to 
get out and warn you,” Moore 
told the students. "Don’t do any 
ofthis drinking and drivings .It’s 
just no good.” 

The students listened. Thats 
because they generally do listen 
to their friends, their peers, their 
leaders at school, MADD record¬ 
ing Secretary Sue Landes ex¬ 
plained. 

“This is the only thing that’s 
going to work,” Landes said. 
Even at this age, kids are still 
being molded. They’re still fol¬ 
lowing the leader. I’d like to see 
kids feel free enough to say to 
each other. Look, I came to this 
party with you, but you’ve had 


against anyone having a good 
time. But if you want to get 
smashed, just let someone else 
drive.” 

Landes and husband Lee, state 
chairman of Wayne County 
MADD, became involved in the 
effort the same way MADD 
founder Candy Lightner did — 
they lost a son to a drunk driving 
accident. 

“Our Son George was 26 and an 
innocent victim when he was kil¬ 
led by a drunk driver in October 
11, 1981,” Landes said. 

“He and his fiance were driv¬ 
ing home when his car was hit 
broadside at Ford Road and 
Telegraph by someone who was 
drinking, smoking pot and driv¬ 
ing 90 miles per hour. That’s 
what got us into this game.” 



Austin said. “Peer pressure can 
work for you. You are influential 
in your own circles.” 

In an effort to swing peer 
pressure in a positive direction, 
celebrating students this year 
are asked to appoint a “desig¬ 
nated driver” in each partying 
group and to sign “contracts be¬ 
tween friends.” 

“We agree to call each other 
for advice and/or transportation 
at any hour, from any place, if 
either of us is i n a position where 
we have had too much to drink or 
a friend or date who is driving 
either of us has had too much to 
drink,” the contracts, a part of 
Project Graduation, state. 

“If called, we agree to come 
and get each other at any h our, 
any place, no questions asked 
and no argument, or to pay for a 
taxi or take the responsibility to 
provide other safe transporta¬ 
tion home.” 

Many parents are signing 
similar contracts with their 
teens and are also agreeing to 
‘‘Pledges for Lifein which they 
promise to prevent alcohol to 
minors at house parties and pro¬ 
vide supervision and safe trans¬ 
portation home to those who 
have had too much to drink. 

Clothing rentals and florists 
are lending their support by 
tucking ‘‘Friends Don’t Let 
Friends Drive Drunk” cards in 
tuxedo pockets and corsages. 

‘ ‘We don’t expect our friends to 
stop drinking. That’s just not 
realistic,” said one high school 
senior who attended the 
seminar. 

“We know kids drink. Some of 
us drink ourselves. What’s hard 
for some people to understand is 
that we’re not against drinking. 
Whatever you get into, that’s 
cool. It’s simple. Just don’t kill 
anyone while you’re at it — just 
don’t drink and drive.”

CONTACT LENS STICKS TO 
EYEBALL — PAIN IS EXCRU- 
TIATING 

Dear Letter Writer: 

■ I recently had the most terrify¬ 
ing experience with contact 
lenses. I really feel that the 
(jptometric Center should know 
what happened and replace my 
lenses. Please help me write a 
letter to them. 

Sincerely, TR 

Dear Optometric Center 
Director: 

On June 9, 1983, I had an eye 
examination at your Center. On 
June 13,1983 I picked up my pre¬ 


scription contact lenses. During 
the evening of July 23,1983,1 was 
unable to remove my left contact 
lens and began to suffer a great 
deal of pain in my left eye. The 
pain was unbearable and after 
several hours of extreme dis¬ 
comfort, I was still unable to 
either remove the lens and/or 
alleviate the pain. At approx¬ 
imately 1 a.m. on July 24,1 went 
to a local hospital emergency 
room. After two hours of treat¬ 
ment, the doctor removed the 
lens and explained to me that 
there were superficial scratches 
on my left cornea. He instructed 
me to return to your center with 
my lenses and request as ex¬ 
planation as to why the lenses fit 
so tightly. He also recommended 
that I see an eye specialist. 

On July 25, 1983, I returned to

your center. The physician on 
duty examined my eye and veri¬ 
fied that there were ‘superficial 
scratches” on my left cornea. He 
also informed me that my vision 
had changed in my left eye. The 
doctor kept my contact lenses for 
further examination. 

On July 28,1, again returned to 
your center and was told that my 
vision was still impaired. 

On July29.1983 one of your em¬ 
ployees called me and told me 
that my lenses were both ’ highly 
contaminated,” however she did 
not know what the contaminant 
was. 

On August 2, 1983,1 again, re¬ 
turned to your center, was ex¬ 
amined and told that it appeared 
that the vision in my left eye 
would not return to its former 


state. The physician ordered a 
new pair of lenses for me. On Au¬ 
gust 12,1983,1 called your center 
to make arrangements to pick up 
my lenses and was told •... your 
lenses were contaminated and 
are not covered by our warranty 
... you will have to repurchase 
them.” 

On August 15. 1983, I called, 
again, and solicited assistance 
from another employee. On Au¬ 
gust 19. 1983, having heard no¬ 
thing from this employee, 1 again 
called and was informed that you 
would replace the left lens be¬ 
cause the prescription had 
changed and charge the insur¬ 
ance company for ’ breakage or 
loss,” however, the doctor’s fee 
could not be refunded. 

On September 9.1983,1 went to 
an eye specialist. He informed 
me that my total prescription 
was incorrect. He put my lenses 
through an ultra-sound machine 
and then placed them in my eyes. 


He informed me that my lenses 
were extremely tight and did not 
move on my eyeball as they 
should. Thus far. I have ex¬ 
pended $156.46 in personal funds ; 
my insurance company has paid 
$70.50 in benefits; and I do not 
have contact lenses. 

Please advise immediately as 
to your proposed resolution of 
this problem. I have suffered un¬ 
reasonable and unnecessary 
pain and discomfort.

RESOLUTION; The Optometric 
Center re-examined TR, pro¬ 
vided her with new, correct fit¬ 
ting lenses and did so without any 
charge to TR. Footnote: If TR 
has suffered permanent damage 
to her eyes, her next step would 
be to secure legal advice.
